Kaufman disappointed 
with Italy on 
return visit 


Mico Kaufman, Tewksbury’s 
noted sculptor, recently paid a 
revisit to Italy in 1983. 

European bérn, the soft spoken 
Mico spent four years in Italy after 
World War II (1947-51) attending the 
then Royal Academy of Fine Arts. It 
is now the Rome Academy. During 
those four years he became fluent in 
the Italian language. One can say 
Mico added that language to his 
repertoire. 

Mico visited Italy because some of 
his art was to be exhibited in 
Florence. It was 32 years since he 
had been there. Below is a verbal ac: 
count of the events 

“I couldn't miss the chance of see- 
ing my art exhibited in a flossy 
palace and in an atmosphere of in- 
ternational ambiance. Moreover, I 
was a member of the U.S. delega- 
tion, It was quite a change from my 


student days - the days of ‘suppli’ 
(rice croquettes), streetcars and 
militalry cots. 


“How might Rome or Florence 

have changed? Would my aged 
perception still jibe? 
- "You do-not just visit Italy, 1 
know. You let it permeate you by the 
process of osmosis. This time 
though, I went whole-hog, as though 
it were to be my last trip. 

“I have seen art to the point of 
saturation, but in two weeks initaly 
I saw more than I had seen in the 
USS. in 30 years. 

"I won't presume to speak of 
Italy's art, there would be no end, 
This time I am in the ‘telling power’ 
of the superficial. 1 am enjoying 
myself, just for the fun of it. I will try 
to share some of the disparated 
takes, from what I saw 

“The trip started in a mgnner that 
remained consistent throughout 
We, about to board, were looking at 
@ huge plane for some 30 minutes 
before boarding time. Then the an: 
nouncer advised there would be 
another five minutes delay while the 
plane was still being cleaned. 

“Ten minutes later one solitary 
man, toting an electric broom, came 
down the ramp. The huge plane was 
now ready for boarding. | was 
seated in the upper deck, the first 
class hump of the 747. It seems they 
had run out of non smokers seats 
downstairs, where my fare belong: 
ed 


“The ambassador section has 20 
seats, in six rows. I'd swear 
everybody there was smoking pot. 

“Rome, when I got there, would be 
as beautiful as it was 30 years ago, if 
only 99 percent of te automobiles 
were taken off the streets. 

“The industry of canned spray 
paint must be in good condition, in 
Italy. All kinds of political slogans 
and depressing obscenities blight 
the buildings and venerable 
monuments. The discernable pat: 
tern is of leftist orientation. 


“One of the reasons I visited Rome *~ 


was to revisit the Academy of Fine 
Arts, where once I was a student. I 
just ‘couldn't wait. Ou a Sunday, 
when Rome was shuttered and 
deserted, I went to visit the old 
place 

“I found it. But I could not be sure, 
except for somé*fhscribed plaques i 
knew. The building was so defaced, 
with hateful slogans, that I never 
went back 

“That evening, the first in Rome, 
we went to the restaurant ‘Aurora’ 
in the heart of Rome. It took 20 
minutes to be seated, and 90 minutes 
to be served a lousy lasagna and an 
inedible plate of veal. The bill was 
35,000 lire - that's $22.00! 

“It was back to sandwiches. No 
wonder the self help restaurants 
have sprouted in Rome, and are they 
mobbed!

“At the Plazza Essedra there is a 
huge circular collannade, sheltering 
elegant stores. We took a walk 
through the old haunts. 

“An old lady lies on some soiled 
pillows against a column. Around 
her, comfortably sprauled are a cou- 
ple of dogs and many half-grown 
pups, They bark at passers by. No 
one minds 

“On a main sidewalk a young man 
with a well trimmed beard sits, yoga 
fashion. He cradles a big peaceful 
black dog. The world passes him by. 
Alone with his dog, he is in a cons- 
tant stream of human indifference. 
He could be an America 

“In the recess of a ponderous, art- 
fully sculptured door, a hobo is 
seated, propped against its jambs. 
He slowly takes off a heavy sock and 
seems absorbed in what he might 
find inside it. 

“We had a couple of four hour 
guided tours by bus. Each time the 
bus picked us up at the hotel, on a 
‘sharp’ Roman schedule. "That 
means 15 to 30 minutes late. The bus 
stops in the Piazza Sin Bernardo. 
All buses stop there, and you should 
see the traffic jam!! 

“We sit there for 20 minutes, 
cooped up like chickens going to 
market. The bus drivers exchange 
pleasantries and family news. Then 
they announce - The English speak- 
ing go to bus 26, the French to bus 27, 
the German to bus 28, etc 

“The tour is a hurried one. In- 
evitably there is a scheduled stop at 
an ‘approved’ souvenier shop. There 
you can ‘take all the time you need. 

“Florence, poor Florence. Its nar- 
row alleys gag with tourists, 
automobiles and dogs. 

“A big dog drags its helpless 
female owner to the middle of a one- 
way narrow Florentine street. He 
haunches there: The leash goes 
limp. He deposits something to em- 
barrass a cow. That's all it takes to 
cause a traffic jam. 

“Tsaw many pedestrians scraping 
their heels against door steps, trying 
to shake off a catch, Be advised that 
admiring something, while walking, 
is a hazardous business. 1 am talking 
of dogs. There is also an overabun- 


- dance of pigeon droppings, thank 


heaven. 

“Occasionally an unexpected con- 
tact takes place between a 
pedestrian anda mini-automobile. It 
is harder to scrape. that off. That's 
why it is called ‘Un'accidente.’ 
‘There are lots of them, too. 

“Let me cover one hotel in 
Florence. The rest will have to wait. 
It’ was ‘first class,’ booked 
specifically for the International 
Members of our Medallic Congress; 
elegant halls, all marble. 

“At 11 a.m. I got the keys to the.

Learn to lose 
weight sensibly 


“1 was 30 pounds overweight 
and tried dieting by following a 600 
calories per day diet, eliminating 
starches, fad diets, and even at- 
tempted fasting,” said Marilyn M 
Pasierb, R.D., M.S.. Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington nutri- 
tionist and weight control group 
leader. *‘But I found the best and on- 
ly practical way to loge weight is by 
following a sensible, nutritionally 
sound eating plan and by changing 
my eating habits."” 

Ms. Pasierb will teach others how 
to lose weight and improve nutri- 
tional habits and choices through the 
12-week weight group, “Learning to 
Lose," an educational nutrition and 
weight loss program. 

The program will include main- 
taining food records, eliminating ex- 
tra foods through identifying 
hunger, changing eating behaviors, 
keeping the motivation to lose 
weight after a priod of time and 
rates of calorie loss through exer- 
cise 

“Learning to Lose’’ will also in- 
clude discussions on decreasing fat 
and sodium intake, fiber in the diet 
and eliminating temptations for 
sugar. 

“We can help people lose weight 
through changing eating 
behaviors,” explains Ms. Pasierb, 
“such as slowing down eating, 
eating at the same time, in the same 
place and only when sitting, and not 
participating in other activities 
Participants will learn to identify 


their own real hunger. All of this can 
be examined by having people keep 
a Jog or diary of not only what they 
eat, but the other habits associated 
with eating.” 

It’s better to be patient and lose 
weight slowly and safely, about a 
pound or two a week, and know that 
it can be permanent weight loss; 
rather than losing five pounds in a 
week, only to regain it soon after,”” 
nutritionist Psierb said 

The course will be held on Monday 
evenings, beginning January 16 
from 7 to 9, at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington. The course is 
limited to 12 participants and there 
isa fee which includes all materials.

MWasteland.”” Eliot wasn't exactly

‘that his work be different 
ferent it Is. 
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"Cats": Is it entertaining or frustrating ? 


“Old Possum's Book..." was 
actually written for Eliot’s grand 
children in a series of letters. He 
probably wrote them for the 
children's parents, as well, for 
when they praised his work he 
promptly had it published in 1939 

Taken in that context, as a 
series of vignettes about a group 
of “Jellicle”’ cats, the musical can 
be followed quite easily. Unlike 
most plays, ‘Cats’ has ‘scenes in 
it which, if discarded, would not 
take away from the whole. It 
starts with lurching, uneven tales 
that seemingly have nothing to do 
with one another. In the second 
act, however, when characters 
are reintroduced, and mysteries 
start to unravel, ‘Cats’ makes 
purr-fect sense

ever seen that contained a love 
scene between two people who 
actually looked like real people, 
not mannequins. When you go to 
the movies as often as I do, you 
quickly burn out on watching 
Brooke Shields making, goo-goo 
eyes at some young and hand- 
some stud.
